School and College district that emphasis will be placed on Por- 
terville college buildings is commendable and desirable, for it's 
time — past time, really, that the college became a college. 

Not that Porterville college has lacked certain advantages, 
It has always maintained a high academic rating; students, over a 
anki of more than 30 years, have consi looked good in 

‘our-year colleges and universities after taking their first two years 
at Porterville college. 

And the fact that Porterville has a college has been of con- 
siderable financial advantage to many families, since young men 
and women have been able, in some cases, to get two years of 
higher education that they. might not have had, while other stu- 
dents going on to school have received a solid foundation in high- 
er education while still living at home. 

So Porterville college has always had considerable to offer, 
but somehow or other it has never really moved ahead as it 
should. Other junior colleges have expanded around it, slowly 
cutting down Porterville's legitimate area; the building program 
has, of necessity in recent years, been secondary to that of the 
high school. 

But now, from a physical plant standpoint, the college is 
going to move into a three-year building program. This, we think 
is good, because the college program should be strengthened 
and further diversified in the process. 

Also, it sort of “clears the air" in one spot to know what 
plans are for the college. 

After all, this community faces some pressing school prob- 
lems that seem to be coming to a head all at once. 

The high school will require a second campus in the not too 
distant future; in fact initial planning is already underway and 
land has been purchased. 

The Porterville Elementary system jis going to need financial 
help; other elementary districts within the Porterville High School 
and College district ihe have the problem of expanding and im- 
proving. (What school district doesn't, these ayn 

So there are school problems ahead — problems that might 
well be approached on a community-wide basis rather than on a 
district-by-district basis. For with an increasing scramble for 
money, it is logical that a total school plan, from kindergarten 
through junior college be considered by rere of the commun- 
ity. Otherwise, someone will get lost in the confusing shuffle. 

We think the college is moving in the right direction. We 
“hope that the idea of a community-wide, across the board plan- 
ning system can be worked out for the total school program in 
the area.

If you're one of the few Cali- 
fornians staying home this week- 
end we will be around all day 
Saturday to help you enjoy your 
rest.

Edison Company, 
Agencies Agree 


On Kern Water 

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 29— An 
agreement between a private util- 
ity company and three public 
agencies which will guarantee wa- 
ter releases and provide other pro- 
tective measures for fish and wild- 
life on a portion of the Kern riv- 
er has been approved by the Cali- 
fornia Fish and Game commis- 
sion. 

The agreement involves the 
Southern California Edison Co., 
the U.S. Bureau of Sport Fisheries 
and Wildlife, the U.S. Forest Serv- 
ice, and the California Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game. The 
agreement culminates more than 
two years of study and negotia- 
tions. 

The major part of the agree- 
ment is the provision for water re- 
leases from Edison’s Fairview Di- 
vision dam on the Kern river, Tu- 
lare county, which diverts water 
for the generation of hydroelec- 
tric power at the KR-3 power- 
house in Kern county. 

A release schedule which is part 
of the agreement provides that

THE FARM TRIBUNE 
Economic Position 
Of Poultrymen — 
Declines In 1962 


SACRAMENTO, Aug. \29—There. 
was very little, if any, improve- 
ment in the economic position of 
California poultrymen in 1962, 
and poultry feed-price ratios were 
even less favorable than in 1961 
for farm chickens, eggs and tur- 
keys, according to the California 
Crop and = Livestock Reporting 
service. 

California egg production was 
at a record 6.9 billion in 1962, 
up 11 percent from 1961. This 
increase in egg production over 
the previous year resulted entire- 
ly from an increase in the number 
of layers. Eggs per layer was un- 
changed. ‘ 

Egg prices during 1962 aver- 
aged 30.4 cents per dozen, the 
lowest since 1941. Cash receipts 
from eggs to California producers, 
totaled 174.0 million dollars as 
compared with 173,8 million dol- 
lars in 1961. 

Commercial broiler production 
in California during 1962 totaled 


60.4 million birds down 4 percent}. 


from 1961, However, gross in- 
come from broilers was 6 percent 
more than was received by produc- 
ers in 1961. 

For the first three months of 
1963, the number of hens and pul- 
lets of laying age on California 
farms and ranches was seven per- 
cent larger than for the compar- 
able period in 1962. 

During the January-March pe- 
riod, there were 16.6 million broil- 
er chicks placed in California as 
compared with 16.7 million in the 
corresponding period a year earli- 


water per second (depending on 
the season) will be released into 
the river during years of normal 
runoff, and between 25 and 90 
cubic feet per second during dry 
years.

Some of the significant acreage 
changes are listed as follows: lem- 
ons showed the largest drop, de- 
creasing over 8 percent, from 55,- 
169 acres to 50,357 acres. Royal 
Ann cherries also dropped slight- 
ly over 8 percent from 3,932 acres 
to 3,654 acres. Freestone peach- 
es decreased 7 percent, from 43,- 
342 acres to 40,449 acres. Nec- 
tarines decreased 6 percent from 
11,634 acres to 10,904 acres. 

Apples, other than Gravensteins, 
decreased over 6 percent from 22,- 
396 acres to 20,974 acres. Pears, 
other than Bartletts, decreased 
more than 9 percent from 3,858 to 
3,486 acres. Navel and Miscel- 
laneous oranges combined increas- 
ed 4 percent, from 79,914 acres to 
83,032 acres. 

There were small changes in 
other crops: pullouts and dieouts 
were generally offset by new bear- 
ing acreage, giving a slight loss 
however, in the total acreage in 
the State.
